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LEGISLATIVE 
UPDATE 


The MSA lobbyist firm of 
Karoub Associates has in- 
formed us that the Statute of 
Limitations was unaimously up- 
held on December 23, 1980 
by the Supreme Court. The 
statute is the law exempting 
architects and engineers from 
actions filed six years after 
construction or improvements 
to property. 

Ruling on four separate 
cases, Justice Levin wrote the 
law does not deny due proc- 
ess, because the right to sue 
an architect or an engineer 
does not exist six years after 
a project is completed. The 
Legislature struck the right to 
æ at any time, he said, but 
* to set a balance that pro- 

ts both the professionals 
and “allow(s) sufficient time 
for most meritorious claims to 
accrue and would permit suit 
against those guilty of the 
most serious lapses in their 
professional endeavors.” 


Neither is the law unconsti- 
tutional because it does not 
give contractors the same pro- 
tections as architects and engi- 
neers. However, Mr. Levin did 
say, the cases were the first 
to reach the Supreme Court 
since the law was enacted, 
and time may yet show that 
contractors are being forced to 
take the burden of adverse 
judgments. 

Other Bills: 

HB 4114 — Recodification. 
Representative Gary Owen did 
not introduce the bill carry- 
ing technical amendments to 
this Act, so we will have a 
separate bill introduced in 
1981 to reduce from $50,000 


$10,000 the public work 
t requiring seal of licensee. 
H 


B 4053 — The construc- 
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tion lien bill was passed by 
both houses, but its effective 
date was set for January 1, 
1981. Further work needs to 
be done on this bill, and we 
will be in touch with you to 
make sure your are propertly 
protected in any changes. 


HB 5541 — The retainage 
bill passed both houses in 
substitute form which included 
our amendments. This law 
will not become effective un- 
til January 1, 1982, so we know 
further amendments will be 
proposed next year. 


HB 6042 — would have re- 
quired competitive bids for 
renovation of existing school 
building. We opposed this 
bill on your behalf and it died 
in the House Education Com- 
mittee.
